Touching the Prachice,itis recorded 1n the Deeretals that Pope {4le- 
xanter lll. in the'tim?>of ch&Reign ofKing Sreph2n,wrote to ths Biſhop 
of Lon4on , to take Order by his Juriſdictioa 1n a Civil Coitroverſie of 
Goods left in the Cuſtody of a Clerk ; c, 1. de Depoſits. 


Pope Zxcins III. wrote to the Biſhops of Ely and Norwich, tocompel a 
Clerk to fave his Sureties harmleſs : And to like purpoſe he wrote in 
another Caſe to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 

King Henry Ill, pretending Title by his Prerogative, or by the Com- 
mon Law, to ceriain Lands, which the Archbiſhop of Canterbary claim- 
cd to be parcel of the poſſeſſions of his Church , was compelled toran- 
ſwer the Biſhop in that Cauſe 10 the Court of Rome. Mat. Paris fol. 494. 

Adam Tarlten, or d Orlion, Biſhop of Herefor4, in a Parliament hol- 
den at London in the year 1324, was accuſed of Treaſon againit King 
Edward il. as having aided the Mortimers with Men and Money againit 

* that King. Being brought before the King,and claiming his Friviledge 
to be judyed by the Pope , he was forthwith reſcued by the reſt of the 
Clergy. Atter a few dayes the King cauſed him to be brought before 
him,. and when he ſhould have been arraigned (a thing ti!l that time 

- never heard of, that a Biſhop ſhould be arraigned) the boldneſs of the 
three Archbiſhops of Canterbury, York, and Dablin, was very Rrange; 
for they, with ten other Biſhops, with their C rofſes erected ; came to 
the Bar before the Kings juſtices, and took him from thence into their 
own Cuſtody, In his abſence he was attainted with High Treaſon not- 
withſtanding, and his Temporalties were ſeized into the King's hand, 
until ſuch time as the King (much by his device and mathination)was 
depod of his Kingdom. But though the King took away his goods, 
vet ke was not ſuffered to meddle with his Body. Tho, Walſingham

The pradct ce of this injury is notable in the dealing of Thomas 
Acrchliſhop of Canterbary with King Henry Il. For whereas the King 


daimed by th- Clergy : Among which, one was, That Clerks in Cau- 
es of Felony and M irch-r, ſhould b{ tried by the Laws of the Realm 
"fo: that it wis ſh:wed unto the Parlameat that then an hundred 
M irthers had been committed by Church-men, not duly puniſhed) 
waereco the ſaid Archoiſhop and the reſt of che Prelats gave their con- 
ſents , and bound tnemſclves to the obſervation of chem by their 
Oaths ; the Archhiſhop afterwards grudging at theſe Laws, departed 
the Realm, obtained at the Pope's hand Abſolution from his Oath, 
nd forced the King to anſwer fyr thoſe Laws in tie Court of Romer; 
where the King finding no favour, that Garboil inſued , which after 
fell out betwixt the King , the Pope, and the Archbiſhop ; and many 
{Murthers committed upon Clerks by the Lay-ſubjzcts, who greatly 
ſtom iched this Indignity off:red to the King. 
The Pope fearing two ſuch Potentates as the Kings of Englandand 
France , determineth to labour a Reconciliation betwixt the King 
and the Archbiſhop , and to make the French King a Mzdiator for 
the Archbiſhop. This he effe&ted, and brought the tivo Kings toge= 
ther at Paris, Thither alſo came Thomas Becket , who being come in- 
to the King's preſence, falling down upon his knees , uſed theſe

The Pope contemned*the zealous Letters and memorable Com- 
plaints of the King.and whole Kingdom againſt his Exactions,, re- 
quiring the Biſhop 'of Norwich and others, to levy a Subſidy for 
him , at which all were amazed; The King ſummons-a new. Par- 
liament at Winton, concerning the- manifold Grievances of the 
whole Realm , and eſpecially of the Churtt, wherein the Mefſen- 


gers ſent to the Court of Reme reported , That thy could diſcern no 


Humility nor Moderation in the Popes Geſtures or Words, Concerning 
the Oppreſſions wherein the Church ana Realm of England were grievea,

Tie Pope hearing thereof, wrote to the Engliſh Prelats more 
ſharply than before , requiring them #nder pain of Exrommunicati- 
on and Suſpenſion, to pay inthe Aid he demanded, to his Nuncid in the. 
New Temple before the Feaſt of Aſſumption. Hereupon the King was- 
ſo terrified with the Popes Menaces , 'that he and the Richeſt pre- 
lats complied with his Deſigns, paying'6000 Marks to the Pope, 
to the great impoveriſhing of the Realm z which was tranſported 
by the Pope's Nzncio and Merchants, to aid the Landgrave againſt. 
the Emperor Frederick; part whereof he intercepting; . grievoully-: 
reprehended the Effeminacy. of the-Engliſh'; and of . Richard: Earl: 
of Cornwall, for yielding to the Popes party, to the Deſtruction 
of the Realm of England, and detriment of the Empire.  . 
The Pope intended 'to have'interdicted the Realm of England ,. 
had they not paid his 6000 Marks,and theKing by his Nancio*sſigni-+ 
fied his Compliance toir. Now all the confolation and hope of re- 


" leving the Engliſh, expired ; their Enemies being their Judges.

When Stakeley and Fitz-morss were at Kome, they and the Pope 
prafticed to give this Realm in Prey , as he did the Kingdom of 
Navarre, and the Empire from the Emperor Frederick, and allo to 
get an Inveſtiture of the Realm of Ireland from the Pope, as of a 
Soveraign ; but they could not agree upon whom the Pope ſhould 
beſtow that Realm. 
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
